Declaring the Rates at which Gold ſhall be Current in Payments, and to prohibite the 
Tranſportation of the ſame. |

though there be many Statute Laws ſtill in fozce foz reſtraint of Erpoztation of 
Gold and Silver into Fozeign parts; which ſeveral Statutes are particularly declared 
and mentioned in Our late Pꝛoclamation, whereby allo We have commanded the ſaid 
Laus to be duly obſerved: Nevertheleſs, We are well infozined, and if is viſible, that 


* i ef great quantities of Qur Coyn of Gold do paſs ſo ozdinarily in Payments in Fozeign 
Nations, that Dur Gold at this time is moꝛe ſtirring abꝛoad in parts beyond the Seas; 
then here at home in Our own and, whereby there is occalioned a ſcarcity of Gold 
thꝛoughout Our whole Dominions, to the great pꝛejudice of Our Veputation abzoad, 
and the manifeſt inconvenience of Pur Subjects at home. Foz the remedy whereof, de 
out of Dur earneſt deſireand great care to pꝛeſerve the Publick Treaſure, and ſo the 
2 ſtrength and honoꝛ of Dur Kingdoms, have called befoze Us and Our Pꝛiby Council. 
Dur Commiſsioners foꝛ Trade, Officers of Our Mint, and Goldlmiths of rhe beſt ſozt, to the end We might ground 
Our Reſolutions in this behalf, upon ſuch Inkozmations and Diſcoveries, as either Art, Experience, 02 Know- 
ledge of Affairs abꝛoad could affoꝛd; and. conſidering fozmer Events with their pzeſent Opinion and Advice, We 
finde the cauſc of this evil to be the great gain which the Merchant (eſpecially the ſtranger) maketh by the Expoꝛtati⸗ 
on of Dur Gold; which gain ariſeth out of the diſpzopoztion between the pꝛice of Our Copns of Gold, which is 
higher abꝛoad then here within Our own Kingdoms, and the gain is ſo great and ſo ſwift in return, that it in 
vites men to offend againſt all Laws that have fozmerly been made againſt ſuch Erpoztation : And therefoze find. 
ing no other remedy competent oreffectnal, We reſolved ( pꝛelerving ftitt the weight and fineneſs of Dur Standard)

ſo offered in Payment, ſhall want above the nuniber offs many moze Gꝛains then are allowed fo2 the Remedies 
reſpectively, as if the Peice of Twenty and two ſhilling! ſhall want moze then thꝛer Gꝛains above the Remedy al- 
lowed, o2 the Price of Eleven ſhillings moꝛe then two Gins above the Remedy, and fo of all the reſt reſpectively, 
then Our Royal Will and Pleaſure is, That in all Payients between party and party, the lame ſhall not onely be 
refuſed without all redemption, but that every perſon oꝛderlons to whom ſuch tender of Payments ſhall bemade, 
ſhall bꝛai d the ſame by ſtriking a hole at his and their plaſure, in every of the ſame Beices lo offered in ment;

And ik any ok the Prices laſt befoꝛe mentioned ſhallze found lighter then the Remedy fo as afoꝛelaid allowed, 
the ſame ſhall not be current in Payment. but may be ſtriaen thozow by the party to whom the lame ſhall ve offered 
in Payment, rendꝛing the lame again to the Owner. Futhermoze, We do not lo reſt upon this courſe of policy foꝛ 
the ſtay of the Expoꝛtation of Gold out of Our Kingdons, as Ie do in any loꝛt lay afide thoſe legal Remedies 
which by Pur Laws and Statutes in foꝛte have been pꝛovded, foꝛ the repꝛelsing of the laid Offence in Expoꝛting 
both Gold and Silver; but contrariwiſe, Our Will aid | is, and Me do make known the ſame to all 
Our loving Subjects, and ſtreightly Command ail Our Dfficers andMiniſters to whom it may appertain, That 
the Statutes and Bꝛanches of Statutes hereafter partialarly expꝛeſled, be duly put in execution, that is to ſay, 
The Statutes made at York, in the Ninth year of King Edward the Third, called The Statute of Money, Firſt, 
ſixth, ninth, and tenth Chapters; Whereby is pꝛovided, that rom thenceſozth none ſhould carry away any Sterling -

Money out of the Realm of England, noz Silver in Plan noꝛ Ueffel of Gold oz Silver, upon pain of foꝛfeiture 
of the ſame Money, Plate, oꝛ Ueſſel : And that the Mjoz and Bailiffs in every Pozt where Merchants and 
Ships fhould be, ſhould take an Oathof the Maſters and Merchants of. Ships going and coming again, that they 
ſhould do no fraud againſt the Pꝛobiſion of that Law inany point; and that god and ſtreight ſearch ſhould be 
made in all places upon the Sea-Coaſts, in Havens and elivhere, where any arrival ſhould be, by geodandlawful 
men thereto worn, that in the Kings Name they ſhouldake diligent ſearch, that no man ok what eſtate oz con- 
dition ſoever, ſhould carry out of this Realm, Sterling Money, Silver, oz Plate, noꝛ Ueſſel of Gold oz Silber 
without the Kings Licence; and that the Searcher ſhalhave the fourth part foꝛ their laboꝛ of as much as they 
ſhall finde ſo fozfeited, and to loſe all his Goods if he dipence with any man, and he thereof attaint, as by the 
ſame Statute among other things moze fully doth appar. And one other Statute made in the Second year 
of Henry the Fourth, the Fifth Chapter, whereby the King did oꝛdain and eſtabliſh, that from koꝛth 
any Searcher of the King might finde Gold oz Silver in Coyn, oꝛ in Mals, in the keeping of any that ſhould be 
paſsing, oꝛ upon his paſſage in any Ship 02 Ueſſel, foto go out of any Pozt, Haven, oz Cretk of the Realm, 
without the Kings ſpecial Licence, that Gold oꝛ Silver hould be fozfeited to the King (Caving his reaſonable ex⸗ 
pences) as by the ſame Statute it doth and may moze at lage appear. And We do ſpecially Charge and Command, 
That rhe Majoꝛ and Wailiffs in every Pozt where Merchints and Ships ſhall be, and all ſuch to whom the lame 
ſhall oz may in any wiſe appertain, do from hencetozth arefully take the Path of Maſtersof Ships and Mer- 
chants, acco2ding tothe true meaning of the ſaid Statute made in the laid Ninth yearof King Edward the Third. 
And that all Cuſtomers, Searchers, Comptrollers, aw all other Our Officers and Miniſters whatſoever, to 
whom it appertaineth, do fo carekully and diligently excute their ſeveral Offices, as the ſaid Statutes, and all 
others in any ſo2t concerning the Pꝛemilles may without ary default oz negligence in them, oꝛ any of them, be duly 
and effectually executed, upon pain of the greateſt puniſhnent that by Our Laws may be inflicted upon them fox 
their default, negligence, and contempt in that behalf. |
